ISSUE AT ONCE 


Committee Drafts Resolu­ 
tion for $300,000 Relief; 
Up for Vote Dec. 13th

Governor Louis 
L. Emmerson 
has signed Sen. Jam es J. Barbour’s 
bill requiring a city council, upon 
request of a board of education, to 
order issued w arrants in anticipa­ 
tion of taxes levied for the purpose 
of payin g the principal and inter­ 
est on bonds to the extent of 75 
per cent of the total amount of 
taxes levied for the purpose. W ith 
an em ergency clause, the bill went 
into effect im m ediately.

passed at the request of Chicago­ 
ans. 


A special m eeting of supervisors 
was held at W heaton Tuesday for 
the purpose of devising ways and 
means of taking advantage of the 
new bill passed by the state legis­ 
lature in special 
session, 
a bill 
which makes it possible for coun­ 
ties to divert portions of their gas 
tax refunds for em ergency relief 
purposes.

members of the Road com m ittee, 
the Finance com m ittee 
and the 
nine township supervisors. 


It was decided to recommend to 
the County Board, which m eets De­ 
cember 13, that 
a resolution 
be 
passed authorizing the issuance of 
bonds in the amount of 
$300,000. 
The plan is to 
sell 
SI50,000 of 
these bonds at once, 
the other 
$150,000 to be sold only if abso­ 
lutely needed. 
Further, the proceeds 
of this 
bond issue are allocated to the sev­ 
eral townships in DuPage county 
on a population basis. 
$50,000 of these proceeds will bo 
used for actual em ergency relief. 
The ether $100,000 will be used to 
create labor and to pay for labor. 
This newspaper is informed that 
the distribution of this relief will 
be entirely in the hands of the sup­ 
ervisor in each township as is the 
regular township fund.

State’s Attorney of Cook county 
Monday, th at he would enter the 
private practice of law' with three 
of his present assistants. 
The new law' firm will consist of 
Judge John A. Sw'anson and Assist­ 
ant State’s Attorneys Walker But­ 
ler, Homer A. Dodge 
and Wilkie 
Ham, under the firm name of 
Sw'anson, Butler, Dodge & Ham, 
with offices in the Conw’ay build­ 
ing, 1 1 1 West W ashington street. 
Prosecutor Butler, one 
of the 


outstanding trial lawyers of the 
State, during his term as an As­ 
sistant State’s, Attorney has -tried 
many of the most noted cases in 
the county. 
Mr. Butler will remain in the 
State’s Attorney’s office until- the 
completion of the murder trial of 
Jam es (lggy) Varecha. 
Mr. Homer A. Dodge has had an 
extensive civil law experience, and 
during Judge Swanson s term of 
office as State’s Attorney has had 
experience in practically all the de­ 
partm ents of that office, and par­ 
ticularly has made 
an 
enviable 
reputation in connection with the 
adm inistration of the affairs of the 
office.
